Piloted as usual by that in- 
imitable amateur, Rigan McKinney, 
he closed the about two mile distance 
after setting the pace throughout, to 
win easily in hand, while Mrs. 
Gwladys Whitney’s Gay Charles 
raced to the place ahead of Harold 
Talbott’s Ship Executive. Greentree 
Stable’s Jungle King, the only other 
starter, was well beaten and finished 
some distance back of the others. 

Mr. McKinney let the black colt 
go to the front at the drop of the 
flag and amateur Johnny Harrison 
slipped into second position with Gay 
Charles, the two continuing thus the 
whole route. Jungle King swept 
along to show a dash of early speed, 
but soon tired and was little trouble 
as the trailing Ship Executive began 
to close in, overtaking him in the 
final half mile. 

Having been in the field eight 
times so far in his youthful career, 
Ossabaw has already won four out- 
ings and placed three times, his one 
experience out of the money being 
when he lost his rider in the running 
of Delaware Park’s Indian River 
Steeplechase last June.

Lipscomb And Gilpin 
Consignments Break 


1938 Records 


During the past week the Monte 
Carlo of thoroughbred yearlings in 
the Fasig-Tipton run Saratoga Sales 
Paddock has been fanned with for- 
tune for American breeders, but it 
remained for Kenneth N. Gilpin and 
William H. Lipscomb to combine to 
focus national recognition on the Old 
Dominion and break all records for 
the 1938 vendue. The value of a 
Virginia beginning was driven strong- 
ly home with Mr. Lipscomb’s Rasp- 
berry Plain’s *Ksar, son of Duration, 
by *Hourless, bringing the top price 
of $22,000, and closely followed by 
his *Ksar—Cinema at $15,000. 

The last of the sons and daughters 
of *Teddy and the first and last get 
of the French Imported Ksar were 
the prized progeny that set the en- 
viable standards for Virginia breed- 
ers. Mr. Lipscomb broke this year’s 
record in obtaining $37,000 for two 
consecutive offerings, bettering by a 
thousand dollars that of Harrie B. 
Scott’s three lot figure. 

The highest average of over fifty 
consignments, the record for this 
August at the Spa also went to Mr. 
Lipscomb, when nine of his yearlings 
brought $47,350 to average $5,261. 
The Kentmere Farm of Mr. Gilpin’s 
was the nearest of the many famed 
establishments to approach this rec- 
ord, when eight, six *Teddys and two 
*Ksars, went on Monday night for 
$32,600, for an average of $4,075.

ROMANCE IN RACING 


HARRY WORCESTER SMITH 


..Harry Worcester Smith, renowned student of the thoroughbred, American 
foxhound and steeplechasing, finds Romance in Racing in writing ‘‘For the 
Sake of Sport in America’’ and for the Foxcatcher National Cup meeting to 
be held at Fair Hill, Maryland, September 10. Mr. Smith winters regularly 
in Middleburg hunting with our many Virginia packs. There is no one who 
can write or speak more readily on ‘‘The Sport of Kings’’. The Chronicle 
takes great pleasure in publishing the following article by its warm and 
genial sportsman and friend. 


Contests between horses have been known as the “Sport of Kings” since 


time immemorial for in olden days only kings and noblemen could own 
horses, and therefore it was confined entirely to the upper class. 
There is no other sport which has so many interesting angles—there 


are the horses, their breeding, their training; the jockeys, their skill and re- 
liability; the course, its length and condition; the weather, wet or dry; the 
owner and his honor. It takes a successful combination of all of the above 
to make a great horse and a winning owner, but to be a successful breeder, 
owner or backer, one must take each point into consideration and, for that 
reason, racing is so hazardous that it is one of the hardest sports at which 
to succeed. 

It is this hazard which makes the game so interesting, and while the 
ownership of thoroughbreds is not now confined to Kings and noblemen, it is 
necessarily in the hands of people of means who are able to continue their 
stables year after year, shuld fortune frown upon them. Wealth brings leis- 
ure, refinement, culture, the love of outdoor sports, and therefor it is only 
natural that a considerable percentage should take to racing as it is an in- 
terest which, acquired in childhood, continues to-the grave.

“John C. Stevens, Mr. Van Rance, an’ plenty more what used to fetch 
their stables down to Newmarket ebery spring an’ autumn, jes’ as reg’lar as 
clock-wuk, de second Tuesdays in May an’ October. Dem was de grandest 
times dat ever lived. King of Heaven! it was a sight to see my ole marster, 
an’ yothers like him, a-struttin’ up an’ down wid deir shirts all frilled an’ 
ruffed down de front. Why, den you could build a ball-room as long as fum 
here to de stable, an’ fill it wid folks, an’ every one of ’em de real stuff. But 
nowadays what’s it like? Name o’ Heaven! blue trash, dar’s plenty ob ebery 
qualification, but nary one dat washes in lye soap an’ dries on de grass wid- 
out fadin’. Why, dar was Otway Hare, Parker Hare, John C. Goode, Mr. 
Corbin, Mr. Taylor, Colonel Peter Mason (we used to walk our horses ebery 
evenin’ pas’ his house), John Drummond an’ Allen Drummond, the two 
brothers dat raised Sir Charles, all belonged to the Newmarket Jockey Club. 
Lord! how proud this nigger was when dey called me ‘Johnson’s Charles’, 
and I used to come a-clippin’ down de track on a two mile heat!”’ 

Leonard W. Jerome founded Jerome Park near New York where San- 
guinetti laid the scene of his grand picture of the finish of the Metropolitan 
Stakes, the greatest racing classic ever painted in America. D. D. Withers for 
whom the Withers mile was named, founded Monmouth Park in New Jersey. 
Later J. G. K. Lawrence who framed the Realization Stakes named in his 
honor, Pierre Lorillard whose Irquois carried the cherry and black to victory 
in the English Derby of 1881, and other New York “swells” laid out the 
celebrated course at Sheepshead Bay owned by the Coney Island Jockey 
Club. 

The Westchester Racing Association raced at Morris Park, owned in 
part by the Morris family who originally came from New Orleans, and later 
through the foresight and ability of August Belmont, 2nd, Belmont Park was 
founded, which is still in its glory. 

On the course at Saratoga Springs in New York the great horses of the 
east and west still meet, and in 1863 John Morrissey, the pugilist, and Wil- 
liam R. Travers started racing which still ‘‘reigns there supreme.’’ Only a 
few years ago Richard Canfield operated, in the park, openly his Temple of 
Chance where the croupier raked in dollars, guineas, and francs from all 
over the world, oftimes after the sun had reddened the horizon over the hills 
of Schuylersville. America had no character quite the equal of Canfield who 
was not only a gambler, but so cultivated that his collection of Whistler’s 
paintings and etchings was the most celebrated in the world. 

Sport at old “Hill Top’’, Pimlico, has been going on for generations. 
President Jackson, hero of the Battle of New Orleans, was a member, and 
there Parole, Tom Ochiltree and Ten Broeck ran their three-cornered match 
which is still talked of by old time sportsmen. The interest of this race was 
so widespread that it was said that Congress adjourned so its members could 
back their choices at Baltimore. 

Racing in the west has been going on almost since Kentucky was found- 
ed and if there ever was a track teeming with history, it is Churchill Downs 
where the Kentucky Derby is staged each year. In the far west we have 
Santa Anita with its stupendous one hundred thousand dollar stake; and in 
Florida, Hialeah, with its Flamingo Stake of twenty-five thousand dollars; 
and the Widener Cup of fifty thousand dollars. 

Harriet, Lady Ashburton, in the last century said to Lord Houghton: 

“Tf I were to begin life again I would go on the Turf to get friends. They 
seem to me the only people who really hold close together. I don’t know 
why; it may be that each knows something that might hang the other, but 
the effect is delightful and most peculiar.” 

And to this day there is a wonderful comradeship between turfmen and 
women the world over, and Romance and women the world over, and Ro- 
mance in Racing has not ceased as shown this year when Battleship the 
eleven year old son of Man o’War, only 15-2, ridden by the seventeen year 
old boy, Bruce Hobbs, won the Grand National taking jump after jump taller 
than himself to bring the coveted cup to Mrs. Randolph du Pont Scott in 
Virginia, U.S. A. 

In 1937 the first meeting of the Delaware Park Racing Association was 
held near Wilmington, and was such a success that the grand stands and 
stables had, even this year, to be greatly augmented. 

Different communities throughout America are well known as the home 
of certain sports. Meadowbrook, L. I., for polo; Forest Hills for tennis; 
Indianapolis for motor racing; Belmont, Saratoga ,Pimlico and now Delaware 
Park for racing on the flat on the Atlantic Coast. Baltimore for the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup; Philadelphia for its many hunt meetings at Radnor and 
Rose Tree, while the beautiful Glenwood course at Middleburg, Virginia, is 
looked forward to by all.

VIRGINIA BREAKS RECORD 





In 1775 Imp. Diomed first winner of the English Derby came to America 
and became known as the foundation sire of the American thoroughbred. He 
shortly sired a horse, dear to the hearts of all Virginians, Sir Archy, foaled 
in the Old Dominion who is the first outstanding stallion that we can claim 
as a native American. The victories of Sir Archy are history, in fact much 
of the early American history is Sir Archy, a champion four mile racer who 
was forced to retire, from the track, for lack of opposition. 

Virginia breeders, when they move northward each year to the Saratoga 
Sales, are helping to carry on the tradition of Sir Archy as they present to 
the world produce that is outranked by none. Breeders from the old Do- 
minion are confident of themselves for they know what they offer comes 
from the greatest winners in this country and abroad.

PLANKED STEAK 

Broil or pan-broil a tender steak 
1% inches thick for 7 minutes. But- 
ter a plank and arrange, close to 
edge, a border of mashed potatoes. 
Potato may be put through a pastry 
bag and rose tube, if desired. Re- 
move steak to plank, put in hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) and bake until steak 
is cooked and potatoes are brown. 
Spread steak with butter, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, and finely chop- 
ped parsley, and garnish as desired. 

The plank or board for steak 
should be of oak, one inch thick. It 
should be a little longer and wider 
than the fish or meat to be arranged 
on it. Brush a new plank with oil 
and warm in the oven before using. 
Potato border should come well to 
edge during cooking, so that wood 
will not scorch. If any part of plank 
is exposed, it should be well oiled. 
Wash thoroughly after using and dry 
slowly.
